LIKE WAR APPROPRIATIONS, ARMY 
TERMS HAVE EXPANDED FOR 
THIS WAR 








America will have a million and a 
half men under arms within two weeks. 
They will be divided into divisions, bri- 
gades, regiments and companies. 

These are old terms, and it used to 
be that the average citizen knew, in fig- 
ures, what they meant. A company was 
a hundred men; a regiment a thousand, 
or at most twelve hundred; a brigade 
3,000 to 4,000 and a division something 
under 16,000, all told. 

In this war, however, the old terms 
have new meanings. In other times ap- 
propriations by the government, even for 
war purposes, were stated in millions 
and tens of millions; now they are stated 
in hundred: of millions and billions. 
They have expanded, so to speak, and 
se have military terms. Al regiment 
now has more men than a brigade once 
had, a brigade equals a division of the 
old days, and a division now would have 
made a very respectable army corps in 
our last war. 

The war department has just given out 
the new figures for the organization of 
the army. Cut them out and study them. 
You wil hear the terms, ‘‘regiment,” 
‘brigade’ and ‘division’ many times in 
the months to come. Be prepared to un- 
derstand them, The figures are:

Local Red Cross Chapters having officially authorized Canteen Service organizations 
are authorized and requested to provide Canteen Service flags, to be displayed at location, 
preferably railway stations and at chapter headquarters. 


The size of the flag may be determined by the makers. Chapters may make their own 
banners in accordance with the above design or have same made by local flag manufacturers. 


A suitable white or cream-colored material should be used for the body of the banner; 
the letters and red cross should be cut out of proper material and sewed to the banner. 
The letters should be of appropriate design and size and dark blue in color; the cross will, 
of course, be red. A cross of correct proportion consists of five squares, of which one forms 
the center and the remaining four the arms. The size of the cross and letters will depend 
upon the size of the banner, but their proportion should always be the same.

To All Division Directors of Canteen Service: | 

Official identification shields will be issued by Division Director of Canteen 
Service to the proper Chapter officials who will in turn issue them to those who | 
have signed the enrollment certificate and taken the Oath of Allegiance and have, 
after proper investigation, been accepted and authorized to act as American Red | 
Cross Canteen Workers. 


The necessity for some identification mark by which troop train commanders 
` may readily recognize an officially authorized American Red Cross Canteen Worker 
is obviously necessary for the protection of the soldiers and the workers alike. 


This is an exact reproduction of the insignia adopted: 
a woven white shield, a red cross, with small blue letters 
«A. R. C. Canteen Worker." Shields are made in two 
sizes—21/4" and 1%. 


Shields must be worn in conspicuous places on hats, 
cuffs, or collars; at least one shield must be plainly in 
‘evidence when rendering canteen service. Irrespective of 


what uniform, apron or coat is worn, the instruction regarding identification shield 


must be: followed. Under no circumstances shall the shield allotted to one be worn 


by another. 


Troop train commanders have received copies of this notice and samples of 
the official insignia will be posted on bulletin boards at all camps. 


Division Directors of Canteen Service will kindly make requisition on this 
office for quantities of these shields required for stock. Price of shield: small size, 
2 cents each; large size, 4 cents each. 


Chapters are prohibited from making these shields. _ The shields may be ob- 


tained only from your division warehouse.

Mr. Roberts urged greater co- 
operation with the colored race by 
the white people of the country and 
said he believed the accomplish- 
ments of his race in the war will do 
much to bring it about. He dwelt 
upon the patriotism of the colored 
race. 

“Out of the 12,000,000 negroes in 
the country I defy anybody to show 
me one case of treason.” 

Mr. Roberts said he hoped the part

will put an end to lynchings, which 
are a disgrace to any state. He 
pointed out incidents when negroes 
were lynched in St. Louis and Hast 
St. Louis.

the name War Camp Community Service are to be developed in the community by 
enlisting each appropriate agency for the performance of its special part in 
the War damp Community Service program, and, where necessary, supplementing 
their service in such a way as to be of the greatest benefit to the officers 
and men, 


The work in no way duplicates that of any other organization, 
The official war activities of the Ү,М.С.А, and the Knights of Columbus, the 
Jewish Welfare Board, the Salvation Army, and the American Library Association, 
lie wholly within the camps while those of the War Camp Community Service lie 
wholly outside, | 


The local committee acts in accordance with the policies adopted 
by War Camp Community service, Inc, The community organizer appointed by the 
national organization to assist the committee in its work serves as the 
official representative of the Washington authorities, interprets their policies 
to the local committee and acts as the connecting link between the two, He 


should also act as the chief of the operating staff of the local committee, 


Appropriations for the local work of the War Camp Community 
Service are made by an Executive Committee consisting of Messrs, Henry ۱ 
de Forest, Mortimer N, Buckner, Н, 8. Braucher and Joseph Lee, usually upon 
the recommendation of the local committee and the community organizer,
